VETERANS AMONG DEAD 


Two Cars Jump Track on Tres­ 


tle and Drop Forty-live Feet 


to River Bed. 


Manchester, N. Y., A u k . 26.—With a 
list of killed and injured far from 
complete 
twenty-five 
persons 
are 
known to have lost their lives and 
between fifty and sixty to have been 
injured, many of them seriously, in 
the wreck of Lehigh Valley train No. 
4 on a trestle near here. 
Two cars of the train plunged off 
the structure, were hurled against the 
stone embankment and dropped to the 
bed of Canandaigua outlet, forty-five 
feet below, when the fast 
running 
eastbound 
train 
was 
derailed 
and 
broken 
in 
twain 
on 
tile 
viaduct. 
Another car rolled down the embank­ 
ment beyond the river. 
The remain­ 
ing eleven cars of the train kept the 
roadbed. 
Tile first car which went over, a day 
coach, plunged into tile creek and 
was crushed upon the rocky lied. 
it 
landed upon its side and few of the 
occupants escaped deatli or serious in­ 
jury. 
The following car plunged head 
first into tile chasm and with tile for­ 
ward end resting in the creek stood 
balanced almost perpendicularly. 
The wreck, aside from its fright­ 
fully calamitous character, is remark 
able in that two cars from practically 
the center of the train were singled 


immediate danger of going over on 
the mass of wreckage below, were 
noon emptied of all their passeng* rs. 
who, with gangs of railroad employes 
from the big freight yards at Man­ 
chester, rushed to the aid of the im­ 
prisoned victims of the disaster. 
It was several minutes, however, 
before anybody reached the cars at 
the bottom. 
The cars did not catch 
fire. 


Field Hospital Established. 


Axes were secured and body after 
body was removed and carried by the 


I rescuers, knee deep in the river bed, 
to the bank on the west side of the 
! trestle. 
There the dead and injured 
* were laid on the ground, while planks 
and timbers were requisitioned and a 
field hospital » stablished.

It was more than an hour before 
j many of the injured 
could be re- 
| moved. 
Special trains from Geneva 
; knd 
Rochester 
brought 
physicians, 
I nurses and medical supplies and the 
work of relieving the sufferings of the I 
helpless victims 
was begun. 
Hun 
dreds awaited treatm ent and the rail-1 
road station at Manchester, a cider j 
mill and an ice house were used as j 
temporary shelter for the sufferers, 
! 
It was necessary to chop through , 
I the sides and bottom of the day coach j 
; at the bottom and the work of remov - 1 
ing the victims moved with painful 
slowness. 
Death had come swiftly to many, a 


I large number of the dead having had 
their skulls crushed in 
when they 
were thrown against the car seats and 
projections. 
The mortality was high 
among the older passengers, most of 
whom were veterans of the Civil war 
and their wives.

M any W om en Among Victims. 


The train carried many veterans re­ 
turning from tho Grand Army en­ 
campment at Rochester and at least 
two ot the old soldiers were known 
to have gone to their death in tho 
wreck. 
A large proportion of those 
billed and injured were women 
Identification of the dead and com­ 
pilation of a list of tin* injured has 
proved a slow and difficult task owing 
to the location of the wreck, tin* 
covering 
of telegraphic communica­ 
tion incident to the crash and the 
scattering of the injured among bos 
pitals and sanitariums in several near­ 
by cities and towns. 
It is feared that other bodies will 
be found in the wreckage and that 
several of tile more seriously injured 
will die. 
The wreck was the worst in the his­ 
tory of the Lehigh Valley line in this 
state and one of th*- most disastrous 
ever record* d on the system. 
Crowded with passengers, many of 
whom were war veterans and excur­ 
sionists from the G. A 
R. encamp­ 
ment at Rochester, the train, made up 
of fourteen cars and drawn by two 
big mogul locomotive s. was forty min 
lites late when it reached Rochester 
Junction and from there sped east­ 
ward to make up time before reaching 
Geneva. 


Pullman Car Leaves Rails. 


The engines and two day coaches 
had just passed the center of a 400- 
foot trestl* over Canandaigua outlet, 
1.60 yards east of the station at Man­ 
chester, whin the Pullman car Austin, 
the third of the long train, left the 
rails. 
It dragged the dining car with 
it and two day coaches and two Pull­ 
mans followed. 
All bumped over the 
ties a short distance w hen the coupling . 
between the day coach and the rear J 
end of the diner broke. 
The forward I 
end of the train dragged the derailed J 
Pullman and the diner over safely, 
after which both plunged down the 1 
em bankment and rolled over. 
The free end of an 111 fated Lehigh I 
Valley day coach, in which most of 
the victims were riding, shoved out 
over the gulf and, followed by a 
Grand Trunk day coach, stripped the 
rear guard of the south side of the 
trestle and plunged to the shallow 
river bed more than forty feet below. 
The end of the first day coach that 
went over struck the east embank­ 
ment of solid masonry and, with the 
other sixty-foot car behind it, both 
smashed against the wall with ter­ 
rific force. 
Both ears were filled with passen­ 
gers and In a few moments the cars 
lay a mass of crumpled wood, metal 
and glass under which a hundred men, 
women 
and 
children 
were 
buried, 
many of whom had been killed In­ 
stantly.

“Credits,” include ail indebtedness 
owing to the taxpayers, notes, bonds, 
and all other claims for money, or 
other valuable thing, including mort­ 
gages on property outside of this 
state, whether the same is or is not 
due. 
But real estate mortgages re­ 
corded in this state upon which the 
registry tax has ben paid are exempt 
from this tax. 
The law requires that the owner 
list his money and credits at their 
“ fair cash value.” 
As failure to do 
so. the law compels the assessor to 
make an arbitrary 
assesment 
at 
whatever sum seems just and fair to 
the assessor. 
In addition to that a 
penalty of 50 per cent is added.
